2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1 and 10 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by BOIKH et al. 

Boike et al. teach the invention as claimed including a computer comprising: (a) a plurality of data-paths connecting the computer 12) to 
other devices ( 1 8), and (b) register (70) having bits programmably settable to address each of said plurality of data-paths such that the 
computer can communicate via multiple of said plurality of data-paths based on which said bits are concurrently set (fig. 3; col. 3, line 
60; col. 7, line 20). 

The process claim 10 is equivalents rejected based on the same reason as the data to be written into memory is read from some other 
device. 

Churns 2-9 and 1 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a system 
and method for multi-port read and write operations. 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry.

Box No. VIII Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

Applicant failed to adequately teach how to make and use a computer communicating via multiple of a plurality of data-paths based on 
set bits. Applicant failed to show in detail a device that is couple to the register and enabling a communication device to communicate 
via multiple data-paths. 

Claim 1, it is not clear how the computer can communicate via multiple of a plurality of data-paths. 

Claim 10, "said first said other device" lacks antecedent basis, and it is not clear whether the set bit addresses the data-path or the 
device.
